2. Rispetti e Strambotti . Malipiero 

The Rispetti is a kind of ottava of a folk character, the first verse 
rhymed alternately, the second containing successive rhymes. 
Strambotti are rustic love songs. The 20 stanzas which form this 
quartet are united by a theme resembling a Ritornello, but is 
meant above all, to express the joy of one who loves to listen to 
the vibrations of the open strings and to intoxicate himself with 
their sounds. Each stanza in turn expresses some thought of a 
folk nature, which can only be materialized by the four instru¬ 
ments, two violins, a viola and a cello. (G. F. Malipiero).
